PROCEDURE 



Following his research emphasizing the procedures of several surveys 
related to. Economic Iii?>act Studies, Dr, James W. WillWsTDi rector of 
Institutional I^search at Alcom^tate University, formulated questionnaires 
to be utilized for securing some of the apprc^riately needed ipformation in 
this study. A list of the names and addresses of two'hundrpd forty-six \ 
faculty and staff members was detained from a previous stu<^ done by 
Dr. Williams (survey of the Inner-Can?>us Mail^Distribution, November, 1973), 
On ;^ril 25, two hundr^ twenty-one <luestionnedres, along with a cover 
letter requesting that the questionnaire be caim«PC&d. and 'returned in the 
self-addressed envelope whidi was provided, y^re peKonally delivered to ^ 
faculty and staff members whose names appeared, on the list. (See Appendix 
for copies of the questicmh^re and letter.) Itie remaining twenty- five

Approximately seven weeks were allowed for questionnaires to be sent 

to the Office of Institutional Research. A total of seventy-six /

was devised and the information on the questionnaires was reccirded on 

computer data sheets.

A modified version of the f aculty-staf^ questionnetij^e was developed for 

the students. In an effort to obtain a sanple represen^tive of all student 

classifications, classes cc«i5)osed of students of variaus majors and 

academic levels were selected, to {Participate contingent upon the consent of 

the instructor. Between April 25 and May lOf a total of 485 <^estionnaires 

were completed by students in classes* taught by Mr. G. J)od, Business;

Also, the full 
impact can only be determined after a Multiplier Factor is ^plied. Itie . 
total impact utilizing the Multiplier Factor exceeds 5 *Billi9n dollar^, a
